Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
for  the  year  ending  31st  December  1971* 

During  the  year  Dr.  Hazel  I,  Ashford  retired  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
after  almost  30  years  in  the  post.  During  her  period  as  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  she  did  sterling  work  for  the  district  and  she  is  very  much  missed 
by  her  many  colleagues  and  friends.  We  trust  that  she  will  enjoy  a long  and 
happy  retirement.  Consequently,  in  presenting  this  report  I am  really 
presenting  Dr.  Ashford’s  report  as,  for  most  of  1971,  she  was  still  in  post 
as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  population  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  for  1971  showed  an 
increase  of  approximately  200  over  the  previous  year,  thus  continuing  the 
overall  increase,  in  fact  the  population  of  Denton  has  doubled  since  1936, 
i.e.  well  within  the  memory  of  most  of  the  persons  living  in  the  district. 
Generally  speaking  the  figures  given  in  the  following  tables  are  self- 
explanatory. 

There  have  been  some  modifications  in  the  layout  of  the  tables  in  this  year’s 
report.  You  will  note  we  have  curtailed  Table  II  and  included  statistics  from 
1940  onwards  rather  than  the  beginning  of  the  Century.  Table  TV,  which  shows 
the  breakdown  of  the  causes  of  death  of  infants,  shows  the  actual  cause  of  death 
but  in  fact  all  but  4 of  these  cases  were  associated  with  congenital 
abnormalities  which  were  really  the  main  reason  for  the  child  dying.  Tables  V 
and  VI  show  the  notification  of  Infectious  Diseases  and  you  v/ill  note  a marked 
drop  in  notification  of  Measles,  To  what  extent  it  is  due  to  our  programme 
of  Measles  Immunisation  or  to  what  extent  it  is  due  to  the  natural  periodicity 
of  the  disease  remains  to  be  seen.  Once  again  Cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus 
was  the  main  individual  type  of  cancer  which  accounted  for  16  deaths  in  the 
area. 

Once  again  this  year  "change”  has  been  very  much  in  the  air  and  it  seems 
likely  that  with  the  proposed  amalgamation  of  Local  Government  Districts  that 
the  publication  of  this  Annual  Report  is  drawing  to  a close.  Already  at  the 
time  of  writing  this  letter  the  County  Council  have  set  up  their  new  Social 
Services  Department  and  a number  of  the  services  shown  on  page  11,  as  coming 
under  Health  Division  17,  have  passed  to  this  new  Department.  These  services 
include  Domestic  Help,  Mental  Health,  Care  of  the  Aged  and  Handicapped  and  the 
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Day  Nurseries.  Other  services  remain  within  Health  Division  17  but  together 
with  the  reorganisation  of  the  boundaries  in  1974  there  is  proposed 
reorganisation  of  the  Health  Services  and  it  seems  likely  that  at  this  stage 
these  remaining  services  will  pass  to  the  new  Area  Health  Board.  No  doubt 
when  the  next  report  is  published  we  shall  have  more  details  about  the  new 
set  up. 

Finally,  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Wilson  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  all  the  members  of  the  department  staff  for  their  help  during  the  year  and 
assistance  in  compiling  this  report.  My  thanks  are  also  extended  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  Chief  Officials  for  their 
constant  support.

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Explanatory  Note  on  Vital  Statistics 


Adjusted  Birth  and  Death  Rates 


The  adjusted  birth  and  death  rates  result  from  the  multiplication 
of  a district's  "crude"  rates  by  a comparability  factor  calculated  and 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  to  each  district. 

This  is  necessary  owing  to  the  different  composition  of  district 
populations.  Crude  rates  do  not  show  these  differences  and,  therefore, 
fail  as  comparative  indices, 

e,g.  District  "A"  has  a high  proportion  of  aged,  ill  or  infirm 
residents  who  will  obviously  lower  the  birth  and  raise  the 
death  rate  figures.  Unless  some  adjustment  is  made  for 
these  factors  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates  for  that 
district  will  be  misleading,  compared  with  District  "B" 
which  may  have  only  a minority  of  such  persons. 

The  adjusted  rates  can  be  taken  as  a truer  comparison  against  the 
adjusted  rates  for  another  district  or  the  crude  rate  for  England  and 
Wales. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


Denton  lies  in  the  extreme  South  East  corner  of  Lancashire, 

The  River  Tame,  a tributary  of  the  River  Mersey,  forms  the  southerly 
and  easterly  boundaries  of  the  district  and  the  Cpunty  boundary 
between  Lancashire  and  Cheshire, 

Whilst  the  town  centre  is  a mixture  of  industrial  and  residential 
properties  the  East  and  West  Wards  are  almost  entirely  residential. 

The  Chief  industries  in  the  area  are  hat  manufacturing,  storage  batteries, 
filtration  and  ventilation  plants,  plastics,  sheet  metal,  cotton,  leather 
and  other  goods.

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TUBERCULOSIS 


Adjustments  to  the  register  of  tuberculosis  persons  were  made  as 
shown  in  Table  VII  (Notifications,  Transfers,  Etc.) 5 Table  VIII  (Age, 
Grouping  and  Separation  of  sexes  of  new  cases  and  deaths)  and  Table  IX 
(incidence  and  mortality  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  past  10  years). 

When  desired,  houses  were  disinfected  after  removal  of  a patient 
to  hospital,  and  bedding  and  personal  belongings  subjected  to  a steam 
disinfection.  Structural  defects  in  houses,  particularly  regarding 
ventilation,  wore  given  immediate  attention  and  any  case  known  to  be 
sharing  a bedroom  was  given  priority  in  rehousing. 

No  action  was  required  under  the  Public  Health  Act  (Prevention  of 
Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  relating  to  persons  suffering  from 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  employed  in  the  milk  trade. 


CANCER 


77  deaths  were  recorded  from  Cancer  (all  forms),  giving  a death 
rate  of  2.0  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  was  2,39.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  eighth  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  and  public  cleansing  service. 

1971  vas  again  a busy  and  difficult  year  for  the  department.  Mr.  T, 
Shuxflebotham,  Technical  Assistant,  left  early  in  the  year,  and  although 
the  decision  to  appoint  another  public  health  inspector  was  taken  during 
the  Autumn,  advertisements  proved  unsuccessful  and  the  post  was  still  vacant 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  addition  two  of  the  district  public  health 
inspectors  had  prolonged  absences  due  to  illness.  This  has  meant  that  much 
of  the  routine  work  of  the  department  has  fallen  behind,  and  little  progress 
has  been  made  with  Qualification  Certificates  under  the  Housing  Act  1969. 

Consultants  were  engaged  during  the  year,  but  their  report  can  only  be 
described  as  disappointing  as  far  as  the  Health  Department  is  concerned. 

Although  the  temporary  suspension  of  Smoke  Control  Orders  ended  during  the 
Spring,  it  was  noticable  that  a number  of  the  public  continued  to  burn  coal. 
The  department  has  never  persecuted  anyone  for  burning  coal,  but  it  is  now 
apparent  that,  when  the  staff  situation  permits,  action  will  be  necessary 
against  offenders  and  the  merchants  who  supply  then.  The  price  of  smokeless 
fuel  causes  me  some  concern,  it  is  generally  the  poorer  section  of  the 
community  which  is  most  affected. 

The  St.  Anne 1 s Road  Depot  and  tip,  opened  in  1962,  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily.  A weekly  collection  of  domestic  refuse  was  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  There  are  complaints  of  bins  being  missed  and  the 
spillage  of  refuse,  but  these  are  comparatively  few  compared  with  the  number 
of  premises  served,  and  every  effort  is  made  to  rectify  these  complaints 
as  quickly  as  possible.  Nevertheless,  the  fact  remains  that  for  more  than 

II  years  a weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  and  this  is  a good  record 
by  any  standards. 

More  than  2,500  requests  to  remove  extra  rubbish,  household  furniture  etc., 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Although  the  rate  of  increase  has  slowed 
down  somewhat,  this  is  still  more  than  150  in  the  previous  year,  I would 
point  out  that  this  service  is  not  intended  to  remove  contractors’  rubble. 

I am  more  than  puzzled  as  to  how  the  stuff  was  disposed  of  before  the  Council 
instituted  this  service  some  five  years  ago.  The  flood  of  requests  following 
every  holiday  weekend  is  now  established  as  a fact  of  life,  but  I would 
remind  the  public  that  the  department’s  resources  are  very  limited,  and  some 

25 


delay  is  inevitable  in  these  circumstances, 

36  scrap  and  derelict  vehicles  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year; 
arrangements  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  these  vehicles  have  again  worked 
very  smoothly. 

The  value  of  the  vehicle  maintenance  and  repair  workshop  has  again  been 
proved;  without  it  the  maintenance  of  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  would 
have  been  impossible.  It  was  known  towards  the  end  of  the  year  that  virtually 
all  the  council's  vehicles  would  become  subject  to  the  very  searching  and 
comprehensive  Ministry  of  Transport  Goods  Vehicle  Test,  Most  of  oar  vehicles 
had  previously  been  exempt  and  consideration  was  being  given  to  increasing 
the  scope  and  the  staff  of  our  workshop. 

Houses  in  the  Peter  Street  Clearance  Area  were  demolished  during  the  year.  No 
further  areas  were  declared  during  the  year  owing  to  shortage  of  staff, 
although  slum  clearance  is  now  only  a minor  problem  in  Denton, 

1971  also  brought  the  retirement  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

Dr,  E,I.  A.shford,  after  30  years  with  Denton,  I would  like  to  express  my 
appreciation  for  all  the  support,  help,  encouragement  and  advice  she  gave  me 
over  many  years.  Under  her  jurisdiction  the  Health  Department  was  a happy 
and  hard  working  department,  I hope  that  her  often  repeated  "only  the  best 
is  good  enough  for  Denton"  will  remain  the  objective  of  the  Health  Department, 

In  conclusion  I would  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  support.  Once  again  I must  state  my  warn 
and  sincere  appreciation  for  the  loyalty  and  conscientious  hard  work  given 
by  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  during  a particularly  difficult  year.

There  is  a constant  supply  through  nains  to  all  parts  of  the 
district  of  upland  surface  water  gathered  in  the  Manchester  Corporation 
reservoirs.  13  partially  blocked  common  service  pipes  were  satisfactorily 
cleansed  and  a good  supply  restored, 

DrRII'L.GE  id  ID  SBWS5Z.G5 : 

The  drainage  of  the  district  is  on  the  partially  seperate  systen. 

The  sewage  fron  one  area  is  collected  at  a punping  station  and,  after 
separation  of  the  stom  water  is  pimped  to  the  head  of  a gravitational 
sewer.  The  whole  of  the  sewage  fron  the  district  is  delivered  ultinately 
to  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Department  by  way  of  two  main  outfall  sewers. 
The  process  of  treatment  at  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Department  consists 
of  primary  clarification  of  the  sewage,  whereby  solids  are  removed  by 
sedimentation  and  chemical  precipitation,  followed  by  treatment  on 
percolating  filters  in  which  the  clarified  tank  effluent  is  rendered  non- 
putrescible  by  bio-chemical  oxidisation.  The  deposited  sludge,  which  is 
screened  mechanically,  gravitates  to  the  pump  house  and  is  pumped  into 
digestion  tanks,  the  digested  sludge  being  ultinately  dried  on  adjoining 
drying  beds  and  disposed  of  chiefly  for  use  as  an  alternative  to  farmyard 
manure  and  fertilisers,

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A regular  weekly  collection  from  all  premises  in  the  district  was 
maintained  by  means  of  four  rear  loading  diesel  engined  vehicles  with 
salvage  trailers.  The  dustbin  incentive  bonus  scheme  continued  to  operate 
satisfactorily. 

Two  further  waggons  were  regularly  employed  in  the  collection  of 
salvage,  trade  waste  and  special  collections  of  household  refuse  such  as 
bedding,  old  furniture  etc,  and  a 10  cwt,  van  for  general  purposes. 

The  Councils  policy  to  collect  odd  items  of  household  furniture  free 
of  charge  is  becoming  more  widely  known  and  would  seem  to  be  having  some 
effect  on  the  indiscriminate  dumping  of  such  articles;  although  there  is 
still  much  to  be  done  before  this  senseless  practice  is  stamped  out.  At 
times  the  number  of  requests  for  this  service  caused  great  difficulty  to  the 
department,  as  ideally  these  should  be  dealt  with  promptly,  but  there  is  no 
establishment  for  this  service  and  the  demand  fluctuates  remarkably.  The 
following  figures  show  the  number  of  chargeable  and  non-chargeable  private 
works  carried  out,  and  vividly  illustrate  the  ever  increasing  demands  on 
the  department.
